2* Upon TZ ~ admission to the hospital, C- _H) took over the duty 
of contacting AlPUMP, AIRBLOWN, and AIRWAY the W/T standbys* 

3. At an interview with these men on 22 July at the lodge they were instructed 
to begin a program of physical exercise to get into better shape. They were also 
asked to begin practicing the translation of material from Albanian to English and 
visa-versa. On the 24th of July they were given an Albanian English dictionary 
to assist them, with their translation efforts. They were further asked to make 
recommendations for the p/W effort and told that their contributions would be used 
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when they were deemed good enough . 

4. The V^T boys were visited again on the 31st of July at which time they 
were paid* They had been working at their appointed tasks but had nothing pre- 
pared in final form* 

5* On the morning of the 5th of August C_ and Q 

Jj . the COMO security officer informed CL ^ t that the W/T’s had to 
oe removed from the lodge immediately* About two weeks prior to this date 
they had expressed concern oyer the fact that the "lodge" was in close proximity 
to the COMMO B site and inquired into the possibility of our moving the w/P*s 
out. We stated at that time that we were awaiting a policy decision on the 
maintenance of standbys and suggested awaiting this decision* Ue further stated 
that we would move the men in the interim if an appropriate location came to our 
attention but that the personnel were not available to undertake the task of 
loceting and preparing anrther house* CL LL and CL — H agreed to this 

suggestion* Their change of position was motivated by the fact that the w/T's 
had questioned CL ~~l, the COMO training officer, about station DO 5 which 
they claimed they had heard all over the band* (D05 is a call sign used by PZREX*) 

6* On the sixth of August we complied with COMMO *s request by sending the 
three W/T*s to Xhalkls.

71 ALRWISE and AtRBQBHE are living in a house in Menidl. They were 
contacted oh the 20th and 30th of July and the 10th of August* NO significant 
developments have occur ed regarding these two men during the period* 

8* RNQKDAIN and AIRSLACK were contacted at least twice weekly during this 
period* On the 10th of August the two men were taken to the ranch in a panel 
truck to meet the group from Kamenice that had comprised part of a WILLOW net. 

This was done because the presence of the group would become known to RflORDAIN 
who would certainly seek out these people when they reached Lavrion* We preferred 
to have the first meeting occur under our auspices end take the credit for arranging 
it • RHORDAIN was pleased by the recognition although he objected mildly to the 
HXGRtFBBX staff having seen some members of the group before he did. We explained 
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that this was a result of the interrogation scheduling and had no other 
implications.
